In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agreement was reached that the language of claims 75, 102, and 
108 corresponds to that of Example 14 of the Written description Guidelines. 

In response to inquiry by Mr. Sisson as to a possible 35 USC 112, fourth paragraph, issue existing with respect to 
claims 106 and 107, Mr. Schiff indicated that SEQ ID NO. 13 is a fragment of SEQ ID NO. 2, and that it is fairly 
encompassed by claim 105, from which said claims 106 and 107 depend. Upon review of SEQ ID NOs. 2 and 13, Mr. 
Sisson identified SEQ ID NO. 13 corresponding to positions 542-669 of SEQ ID NO. 2. 

Mr. Schiff indicated that he was willing to file terminal disclaimers against the noted applications as well as against 
additional applications that have since issued and/or been allowed since the Final Office action of January 1 1 , 2006. 
It was agreed that Mr. Schiff will resubmit the amendment under Rule 1.116 along with the above noted terminal 
disclaimers. 
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
